I first started, as a kid, I did a lot of 
Shakespeare, Shaw, Ibsen, Chekhov. I 
was very hungry to explore that kind 
of stuff. I don’t have the energy or de- 
sire to do that any more. 

I’ve started producing and direct- 
ing a little bit. I find that interesting 
and satisfying. But what I really enjoy 
is playing golf, going to the races, 
being with my loved ones — my 
friends, my family and kids—having a 
good meal and a few laughs...that’s it. 


TC: Yes, you and I have talked 
about this, Harvey. I think our most 
imperial moment along those lines 


| was in the dressing room on the Carol 


Burnett show. You were in a chicken 
suit with red leggins and I was in drag, 
wearing a dress. There we were, a 
chicken and the Avon lady, talking 
about serious stuff like raising a family 
and being a good father. 

But that’s the kind of business we’re 
in. You're supposed to act like a kid, 
with that naive, innocent playfulness 
which is part of our talent, I think. 


| And then you gotta turn it off at five 


o'clock, or eight o'clock, or whenever 
it is, and be a father, a husband and 
a citizen. It’s ambivalent and it’s hard.

There’s a lot of pain connected 
with it. 


TC: Not pain, but you know.... 

HK: There’s nothing more exacting 
than comedy. Go back to the Keatons, 
Chaplins, Stan Laurels and Harold 
Lloyds. Those guys worked things out 
to a fare-thee-well. 

You're as exacting as anybody I’ve 
ever seen. Getting the sketch straight 
in your mind, how it’s going to look, 
what props you'll need, how to set it up 
so the gags will work. It seems easy and 
spontaneous, as all good perform- 
ances should, when you go out there 
and doit. But I know what effort, what 
thought went into it. 


TC: All of a sudden a vacation 
sounds good. You going away? 

HK: Yeah. Going to Barbados for a 
Triathlon. They’re bringing in 20 or 
30 celebrities to add to the festivities. 
First class transportation for two 
people, hotel, dinners and galas. I’ve 
never been down that way. Like to see 
what those people deliver. 


TC: Sure. Getting a little tired of 
Hawaii? Pretty boring after a while, 
huh? Have a nice trip, honey. #
